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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 2, 3, 8, 22 and 41-46 are pending in the present application. In the amendment 
filed 12 August 2003, Applicant indicates that claims 1, 4-7, 9-21 and 23-40 are withdrawn. 
Because no previous restriction requirement has been issued in this case whereby claims may be 
withdrawn, it is assumed that Applicant intends to cancel claims 1, 4-7, 9-21 and 23-40. 
Consequently, claims 2, 3, 8, 22 and 41-46 are subject to the restriction requirement below. 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13. L 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, apphcant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 2, 3, 8, 22 and 41-46, drawn to a chimeric promoter comprising one of SEQ ID 
Nos:5 to 16 and further comprising SEQ ID NO: 1 or 2. 

The inventions listed do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 
13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special technical 
features for the following reasons: Group I, above, comprises multiple inventions which are 
methods drawn to different and distinct sequences which do not render obvious each other and 
thus are patentably distinct. If Group I is elected. Applicant must elect a single invention, which 
is the chimeric promoter comprising one of SEP ID Nos:5 to 16 and further comprising SEP ID 
NP: 1 or 2, which differ functionally, biologicallv and structurallv from each other. Applicant is 
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required to elect one of the distinct inventions set forth in Group I by electing one of the 
sequences of SEQ ID Nos: 5-16 and on of the sequences of SEQ ID NO: 1 or 2 to be examined 
with the sequence elected from SEQ ID Nos: 5-16. Nucleotide sequences encoding different 
promoters are structurally distinct chemical compounds and are unrelated to one another. 
Applicant has not established how each of these different promoters establish a single unifying 
inventive concept for the reasons above. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an 
election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 CFR 
1.143).
